members of the senate labor com­ 
mittee investigating the steel strike 
•at fairly dazed and dumbfounded 
Jacob llargolis of Pittsburgh, I. W. 
W.'s attorney, and admitted advo­ 
cate of social revolution yesterday 
told them a story of ultra-radical 
activities which, he said, underlay 
and were associated with the na­ 
tion-wide strike of steel workers. 
Even more remarkable 
to

his hearers was the Pittsburgh at­ 
torney's delineation of a partially 
successful attempt, 
covering 
the 
past two years, to fuse at Pitts­ 
burgh. for an unstatel but vaguely 
hinted 
revolutionary 
purpose, the 
combined forces of the industrial 
workers of the world, the Bolshe- 
Tiki and Russian industrial workers, I 
whose imagination, he acknowledg­ 
ed had been caught by the success 
of Lenine and Trotzky in Russia. 
AU were working, he told the com­ 
mittee clamly, “lo create a new so­ 
ciety within the shell of the old. 
Throughout 
Margolis’ story ran 
the name of William Z Foster, sec­ 
retary of the steel strike committee, j 
to whom Chairman Kenyon of the 
labor committee forced a frequent 
recurrence by a cross examination 
in which dictagraph records of tele­ 
phone conversations, photographed 
copies of Margolis’ correspondence 
and similar matter played a large 
part. 
Margolis coolly classified himself 
.as an "anarchist 
syndicalist," 
in 
which capacity he had arorked with 
and for the I. W. W. organixation 
and a “Tolstoian anarchist." Gov­ 
ernments. he said, will be of no use, 
“when proper industrial conditions 
are established," 
he put it, and 
these industrial conditions, he pre­ 
dicted will be 
established 
when 
workers, organized along I. W. W. 
lines, got ready to ‘take over and 
operate industry for 
themeselves. 
more efficiently than private owner­ 
ship can." 
Secretary Foster came into the 
testimony not so much as a radical 
agitator himself, but as a seeker for 
help in conducting the industrial 
fight in the steel industry. 
Mar­ 
golis told of a “union of Russian 
workmen.” existing in and around 
Pittsburgh, revolutionary in its ob­ 
jects. and said at Foster's request, 
or with his cognizance, he secured 
the indorsement of that organization 
for the steel strike. 
“The Russians had 
a tri-state 
meeting at Youngstown 
in 
Aug­ 
ust," Margolis explained. 
Chair­ 
man Kenyon leading and suggest­ 
ing. “It was a delegate assambly. 
I went there and made a speech, 
asking them to indorse the steel 
strike and give it support. 
This 
they agreed to do."

It is true that Lenine ought to be In 
jail, but we know that lf everybody 
in Russia who ought to he in Jail 
were really there, there wouldn't he 
anybody left to send dispatches.

Here’s the way to plant trees In 
year town. 
Aldo Leopold, secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce at Al­ 
buquerque, New Mexico, tells how 
that city conducted a tree planting 
campaign 
which offers 
valuable 
nnggeationg to other commercial or­ 
ganizations. 
The first step was to 
appoint a committee of private cit­ 
izens experienced in tree planting 
says the American Forestry Maga­ 
zine of Washington which will send 
flee memorial tree planting instruc­ 
tion to any one. 
This committee 
drew up a set of specifications em­ 
bodying the consensus of their opin­ 
ions as to the best species of trees 
to plant and when, the best sixe 
of stock and the exact method of 
shipment, 
storage, 
distribution 
planting, and the after care which 
Is necessary to produce the best re­ 
sults under the conditions existing 
in Albuquerque. 
The specifications were then pub­ 
lished in the local newspapers, and 
private parties were asked to sub­ 
mit bids, giving the cost per tree 
for which they would agree to meet 
the specifications. 
On a given date 
nil bids were reviewed by the com­ 
mittee, and those bidders whose 
prices were reasonable were inves­ 
tigated as to their personal relia­ 
bility and experience and the re­ 
liability of the nursery with which 
they did business. 
Certificates of 
recommendation were then issued 
to all the bidders who, in the opin­ 
ion of the committee, were fully 
qualified to do the work. 
The committee then appointed a 
.trained forester as inspector. 
The 
certificates of recommendation stip­ 
ulated that any work not comply­ 
ing with the specifications as inter­ 
preted by the inspector would re­ 
cult in the forfeiture of the certi­ 
ficate of recoinmedation. 
Ail hold- 
of certificates were then en- 
»nraged to proceed to solicit busi- 
in the regular manner of pri­ 
vate contractors. 
These certified contractors com­ 
manded the confidence of the pub­ 
lic 
and were aided by an exten- 
zhre advertising campaign. This was 
conducted by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce with the full co-operation of 
the local newspapers. 
Large num­ 
bers of trees were ordered by prop­ 
erty owners who had in 
former 
years deferred tree planting because 
they were not satisfied with the 
uervice 
rendered by 
unregulated 
-contractors. 
A total of over one 
thousand trees were planted, and so 
far 95 per cent of them are grow­ 
ing and doing well. 
Under the ex­ 
tremely difficult conditions obtain­ 
ing in the Southwest, this is a very 
exceptional showing. 
The public is 
well satisfied. 
The annual planting 
of trees will be at least trebled, and 
the contractors state that they will 
never work under any other system.

For the com­ 
plexion and for the hair these home­ 
made preparations probably have tonic 
and healing qualities as effective as 
the manufactured articles. At least 
they will answer the purpose for 
women who feel that money spent for 
toilet preparations is an extravagance 
tor them. Here is the old fashioned 
and reliable formula for treatment of 
u dry skin. 
When the skin Is dry and harsh It 
should be washed only once a day In 
warm water, using a pure, bland soup, 
and rinsed In cold water. This Is done 
In the morning. During the day use u 
disappearing cream, rubbing It In and 
then wiping it off with a piece of old 
linen. At night rub In the cream but 
do not rub it off but allow It to re* 
main all night 
The disappearing cream Is made as 
follows: White wax. I ounce; sper­ 
maceti. I ounce; almond oil, 4 ounces; 
rose water, 4 ounces. Use as described 
above. Can be put np by any druggist 
or at home, remembering that the more 
a cream Is beaten the smoother It 
will be. 
An Astringent Cream. 
A 
well-recommended 
astringent 
cream Is made from four ounces of 
mutton tallow, erne and a quarter 
ounces of glycerin, one-half a dram of 
tincture of benaoln. a quarter of a 
dram of spirits of camphor, one-eighth 
of a dram of powdered alum, one-quar­ 
ter of a drain of Russian Isinglass 
and one-half an ounce of rose water. 
The rose water is warmed In a 


ching cup set in hot water and the brin* 
glass is dissolved In*ft. The mutton 
tallow, which has previously been 
tried out at gentle heat and added to 
the glycerin, Is then blended with the 
rose water, and tha other Ingredients 
are added while the mixture Is being 
beaten. This makes a cream which Is 
astringent, tightening the skin. without 
allowing It to become flabby. 
To Soften the Hands 
Before retiring take a large pair of 
glove# and spread mutton tallow In­ 
side, also all over the hands. Wear the 
glove# all night and wash the hands 
with olive oil and white Outlie soap In 
the morning; after cleansing the banda 
with soap rub them well with oatmeal 
while still wet

This little woman had a story of 
fortitude that probably bad 
been 
paralleled in few cases. When the 
war broke 
out 
this 
woman 
was 
suffering from tuberculosis. She had 
one son and daughter who were 
blind. The mother sent her only boy 
to the army and although ill her­ 
self, the little old woman went to 
work in 
order that 
her daughter 
who 
was in the state school for the 
blind might be cared for. 
While the son was in France and 
the daughter in school, the little 
mother worked day after day try-* 
ing to make ends meet, but 
try as 
she might, she could not earn en­ 
ough to keep herself and daughter 
in school. Here she found a staunch 
and ready friend in the Bcd Cross. 
The Red Cross bought a commence­ 
ment dress for the daughter when 
she was ready to be graduated from 
school and paid the girl's railroad 
fare 
home. 
So 
the 
mother 
and 
daugther lacked for nothing. 
“My boy is back from war now,’’ 
the brave little mother told Mrs. 
Haskell. “He is working every day 
and we do not need the help of the 
Red 
Cross now, 
but 
some other 
family may. 
"I heard the other day that the 
Red Cross was going to call the 
roll again and I told my boy that 
the only Christmas present I wanted 
was a Red Cross button.”
